the side of the ship and having its lowest point 1. 37 metres , in addi 
tion to 2 % per cent of the breadth of the ship , above the water when 
the ship is first afloat in sea water after proceeding to sea ; 

Provided that in fair weather seasons in tropical zones within the 
meaning of the International Loud Line Convention , 1966 ( including 
seasonal tropical zones in appropriates seasons ) the requirements of 
this clause shall have effect as if the figures and word 1.07 metres 
were substituted for the figures and word 1. 37 metres : 

Provided further that in the application of this requirement an 
appropriate allowance for fresh water may be made when applicable 

under the provisions of the International Load Line Convention , 1966. 
( c ) side scuttles below the margin line which shall not be accessible while 

the ship is at gea ; together with their dead lights ; 
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( d ) side scuttles below the margin line situated in spaces appropriated 

alternatively for the carriage of cargo or passengers, together with 
their dead lights , when the space in which they are situated is used 
for the carriage of cargo ; 


( e ) gansway, cargo ports , and coaling ports below the margin llno . 
( 3 ) For the purposes of this rule 
( a ) a contrivance shall be deemed to be below the margin line if the sill 

of such contrivance is below that line; and 
(b ) a side scuttle shall be deemed to be closed when it is locked , 
4 . Closing of doors . - In every ship , every water - tight door , not being a door 
referred to in clause ( a ) of sub - rule ( 2 ) of rule 3 shall be kept closed while the 
hip is at sea except when it is required to be opened for the working of the 
ship and when 40 opened it shall be kept free of obstruction which might pre 
vent its rapid closure . 

8 . Portable Plates . In every shin , every portable plate which closes any open 
ing in any portion of the internal structure of the ship , which is required by the 
Merchant Shipping (Passenger Shin Constructions and Survey ) Rules, 1967 to be 
water - tight, being an onening which is wholly or partly below the margin line, 
shall be in its place when the ship proceeds to see and shall be so kept in its 
place all the time while the ship is at sea , except in the case of urgent necessity .

— In every ship , the cover and valve of 
Ary Ash - shoot, rubbish - shoot or other similar contrivance having its inboard 
opening below the margin line shall be kept securely closed when the device is 
not in use . 


7 . Drllls — ( 1 ) In every ship , all water - tight doors and other contrivances re 
ferred to in rules 3 , 4 and 6 shall be opened and closed for purposes of drill 

( a ) at intervals of not more than seven days ; and 
( b ) immediately before the ship proceeds to sea , if the ship is intended to 

remain at sea for a period of more than seven days. 
Provided that the provisions of this sub - rule shall not be construed to autho 
rise the opening , while the ship is at sea. of any water - tight door or other contri 
vance which is otherwise required to be kept closed by these rules. 

( 2 ) In every shin , all water - tight doors Atted in transverse bulkheads required 
by the Merchant Shipping ( Passenger Shin Construction and Survey ) Rules , 
1967 to be watertight, not being doors required by these rules to be kept closed 
while the ship is at sea , shall be opened and closed for the purposes of drill onca 
in every twenty - four hours when the ship is at sea , if such doors are both 

( a ) hinged or operated by power ; and 
(b ) required to be opened for the working of the ship at any time while 

the ship is at sea ; 
Provided that the provisions of this sub - rule shall not require any bunker 
door to be opened and closed during the voyage until It has been opened for the 
working of the ship during that voyage. 
8 . Inspection . In every ship 

(a ) all watertight doors , 
( b ) all mechanisms, indicators and warning devices connected with such 

doors, 
( c ) all valve, the closing of which is necessary to make watertight any 

compartment below the margin line, and 
( d ) all valves the operation of which is necessary for the efficient opera 

tion of damage control cross connections, 
shall be inspected at interyals of not more than seven days by a person appointed 
for that purpose by the master of the ship . 
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9. In every ship , entries shall be made in the official log book recording the 
following, namely ; 


( a ) the times of the last closing, before the ship proceeds to sea , of the 

watertight doors and other contrivance referred to in rule 3 and the 
next subsequent opening of such doors and contrivances, 


(b ) the times of the closing and opening, while the ship is at sea , of any 

watertight door which is fitted between bunkers in the between decks 
below the bulkhead deck ; 


( c ) whether the portable plates referred to in rule 5 are in place when the 

ship proceeds to sea and the time , if any, of the removal and re 
placement of such plates when the ship is at sea ; and 


( d ) the occasions on which the drills are practiced and the Inspections are 

made in compllance with the foregoing provisions of these rules and 
whether the contriyances to which such drills and inspections relate 
are in good working order , 


10 . Penalties . - Any person who commits any breach of any of these rules shall 
be punishable with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees and if the 
breach is a continuing one, with a further ine which may extend to Afty rupees 
per day for every day after the Arst during which the breach continues .
